much discussion of the statements we 
made public, Requests to be furnished 
with specimens of sill worms eggs have 
been received here, and attended to. 
European experts will soou be able to 
examino these eggs thoroughly, and 
test their condition by the process of 
M. Pasteur, Tho results of that gontlo- 
man’s scientific investigations of Chineso 
silkworm eggs will bo interesting aud 
valuable. French and Italian serioul- 
turists will no doubt give their atten. 
tion to the matter. Mauufactarers of 
sill goods in Europe, whose business 
is so deeply concerned in thore being 
always a good crop of raw sill: obtai 
able for export in China, aro pretty 
cortain to take measures to have the 
extent of the ovil ascertained. We 
may therefore hope that something 
will be heard of tho result of the 
sciontifio investigations before many 
months bavo passed. Sinco our articles 
appeared, several peoplo engaged in 
the silk trado here have onrefully 
considered the subject of them, ‘I'he 
result is, as we are informed, that 
two opinions now receive support 
among tho trade, One party sees ovide 
ence of the existence to a serious 
tent of Lu Pebrine, and others, whilo 
admitting that the disease has always 
prevailed to some extent in Chinn, 
maintain that it has hitherto been suo. 
cessfully treated by the natives. As 
wo stnied before, their method is to 
subject tho eggs to baths of salt and 
water and lime and wator, by which 
means it is hold that they suveved in 
preventing the wenkly and consumptive 
eggs from hatching. ‘These preenutions 
aro thonght sufficient by the Chinese, 
and those among foreigners who do 
not consider that the decline in the 
sup’ ly of silk in Inte yenrs is attribute 
Only a 
small proportion of sickly worms, they 
say, pass tho bath tests and thus pros 
pagate the disense. That may be true, 
or neatly 0, but the meaus adopted 
appear to us to be insufficient to irrad- 
icate a disease, which, ns we know 
from its ravages and effects on the 
production of silk in Europe, oan carry 
such wholesale destruction. As a cous 
tributor shows in the Chinese Notes we 
publish in another column, disense 
among tho silkworms had almost dew 
stroyed thosilk production of Frauceand 
Italy. The discoveries of M. Pasteur, 
and their application as remedial 
measures havo almost entirely restored 
the silk production of these conntries 
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to its former dimonsions. ‘The method 
now 80 suocessfully adopted in Europe is 
to examine all the seed with a micro- 
scope, and to separate from the healthy 
eggs all those which show symptoms 
of their containing the corpusele which 
forms the elementary part of the disease, 
This, wo understand, can be readily 
detected. A further protection against 
the inorease of disease is to set aside 
cértain places exclusively for the 
vearing of silkworms, the products 
of which are solely used for the 
grainage, or for breeding. This in- 
dustry Las of late years becoine a special 
business, and has attained such au ex- 
tout that it has superseded tho old 
syatom of sotting aside a portion of 
the stock of each silk-ronrer for re- 
production. It is now quite customary 
for the Ltalian sericulturists to repair 
to well-known establishments in France, 
conducted on the system of M. Pasteur, 
for their supplies of eggs. ‘This, no 
doubt, accounts to a large extent for 
the excellence aud amount of the Euro- 
pean silk crop.in late years aud also for 
tho low prices at which cocoons can bo 
sold in Italy. Tho risks of sil culture 
are very much diminished by this ne: 
ly adopted system, for a rearer now is 
less exposed to loss from defective or 
disonsed seed; from which causes he 
might formerly Lave seen half his crop 
@estroyed. ‘The adoption of similar 
scientific methods in China is scarcely 
_to be hoped for; unless under tho 
fear of a still furthor decline in 
rovenue and trade, The Memorials to 
the ‘Throne of high officinls in this pro- 
vineo have shown that they fully re- 
coguize the critical condition of the 
silk industry. But they attribute tho 
fulling off in the crops in roceut years 
to climaticnl causes ouly, and Li Hung- 
chang, to whom a representation on the 
subject was made by a connection of a 
foroign firm here, bas merely com- 
manded that his approval bo notified. 
At the present time tho mandarins have 
enough on their hands with foreign 
affairs, and will certainly not now 
trouble themselves about an inferior 
matter like the silk crop. But it is to 
be hoped that foreiguers yrill continue 
to give their attention to the subject 
and brivg it before the notice of the 
Chinese. 

Ono geutloman here, whose opinion 
is entitled to tho highest respect, has 
givon us his views on tho effect of 
disease on the crops. Ho does uot 
attribute the diminution in the produc- 
tion of silk to disonse, but to atmospherio 
causes, and says :— 














In my opinion the Inst bad exop in China 
has been the result of most unfavourable 
atmospheric circumstances, and has not 
beon caused by an increase of the disease 
by which the Chinese worms are to_a cer- 
tain extent affected. The best proof of the 
correctness of my assertion, is, T think, 
that the eggs of tho same season sent to 
Italy have xivon there a most satisfactory 
result, as the worms have d 
themselves by the geeatost regularity in 
their moulting, and their beginning 
spin cocoons three days earlier than the 
yellow race, which is considered the best 








now in Europe. ‘The cocoons produced 
havo turned out brilliantly in spinning. 
Further, this year’s cocoons produced in 
China do not show a great falling off in 
quality compared with other years; the 
proportions between best cocoons and in- 
ferior sorts have been the same, if pro- 
perly bought, and even the out-turn in 
spinning showed only a slight difference. 
‘The falling off of the crop during the last 
four years, is I think, easily accounted for 
by the low prices which have been ruling. 
‘That the Chinese eggs are diseased is no 
secret, and has been known as long as 
Europeans have been in Shanghai, aud it 
is likewise known, that the Chinese have 
till now successfully controlled this disense 
by theic method, in giving the eggs a salt 
bath, by which the weak eggs are killed. 

Ho gives also a quotation from tho 
Dictionaire de Sericologie of Dr. Luppi, 
a translation of which is:— 

‘The presence of corpuscules (or minute 
germs in the blood of the silk worm which 
generate disease), indicates nothing goo 
but it does not indicate anything that is 
at all irremedinblo—as their absenco is not 
‘a guarantee that is not an absolute incon- 
testible proof of an extremely bad crop. 
These aro tho views, and the oxporienco 
in egg and cocoon buying this season, 
of the manager of one of tho filatures 
now working here. We give them in 
order that all opinions on this import 
ant subject may be made public. Ho 
admils the existence of diseaso ; aud 
the fnct that cortain shipments of eggs 
to Italy turned out well does not 
amount to much, Those who believe 
that the falling off in tho silk crop is 
mainly attribatable to disease, hold their 
opinion just as strongly as our corres- 
pondent does his, but tho question of tho 
progress of disease i silk worms’ eggs 
is too important to be settled by tho 
ont-tarn of a fow shipmonts to Europe, 
or by observations made here uusup- 
ported by scioutifio investigation.

the official kuowledgo of Li Hung-chang. 
It we accept this view of the case, then, 
there was nothing for tho Viceroy to dis- 
asow ; while supposing, on the other hand, 
that theultimatuin wasaetually aud officially 
made, it was still not this, but the publica 
tion of tho despatches, of which the Vicoroy 
disapproved. Of one thing we may bo 
quite sure; that the very inst thing the 
Viceroy would have dreained of doing would 
be to place so formidablo a weapon in the 
hands of Francs as M. Teicou claims to 
have received from him. It is beyond all 
bounds of probability that the Vicoroy 
should have said anything which he in- 
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tended to be telegraphed to Paris aud used 
as a means of discrediting or hampering 
the Chinese Ambassador. There is no 
question as to whether the publication of 
the despatches was or was not a judicious 
eding. It appears however to have 
umbrage to the French Cabinet, who 
on telegraphed to M. Tricou to 
whether the Chinese Government 
sanctioned theatop in question. “The Vice- 
roy,” remarks the Standard, “not informed 
of the real state of the case, may have told 
M. Tricou that if the Marquis had acted in 
the way represented he was clearly wrong. 
‘That M. Tricon should represent that quali. 
fied admission as an ‘utter disavowal 
would be a proceeding not without preced- 
ent in the annals of French diplomacy.” 
‘When, therefore, wo find a private expr 
sion of qualified and conditional disapproval 
of cortain despatches being published, 
transformed into a formal disavowal of an 
ultimatum said to have been made under 
instructions from Peking, we think it time 
to utter a decided protest agaiust any such 
misrepresentation of facts. 

«Themistes,’ writes to us a Correspond- 
ent, is ontirely in the wrong in censuring 
‘Tadng or in holding ‘Tséng responsible 
for whatever may be the result of the 
acts of the Chinese Minister to London 
aud Paris. It is very well known that 
‘Tsong, although an ‘able and sagacious 
diplomatist, having the advantages of two 
foreign advisors of great ability—one in 
Paris and ono in London—rofers all mat- 
tors great and small by telegraph to Peking, 
and receives instructions in reply from both 
the Ts ‘amon aud Li, so that in fact 
he acts ‘entirely under and within ord: 
on all matters whatever. If he threatens 
to consider a certain act as a casus Delli he 
has the orders of Princo Kung and the 
Peking Councils to cover the menace ; if he 
rotreats, or temporises, or surrenders, he will 
‘act on orders received from his Govern- 
ment. ‘he whole negotiations at Paris 
\d London, as at St. Petersburg in former 
‘s, aro carried on by orders, Tséu; 
‘always on specific instructions, an 
never without, so that it is perfectly sure 
M. Tricou’s famous message to M. Ferry 
was an invention for a purpose, and devoid 
of all trut is well known that the 
Marquis ‘Teéng, who is a man of very re- 
markable ability, receives and obeys orders 
atrictly, and, bearing the fato of Chung- 
hou in mind, never acts without thom, 

A rumour to the effect that the great 
Hangchow banker Hu Hsi-yen, having been 
called to Nanking by H.E. Tso to account 
for the Vow Kong Bank failures, had taken 
gold leaf, lins been going round’ the Settle- 
mont among the Chinese. We are however 
in a position to state that thero is no 
foundation for the report, but that, on th 
contrary, the Viceroy Tso has ordered the 
reopening of the Vow Kong Banks, for 
which purpose ho has advanced some 
Tis. 300,000—from what source is not 
Jmown. ‘A further sum of two millions 
will be called for from the salt merchants, 
to assist in the reconstruction of the 
banks. Accordingly the Assistant Manager 
of the Shanghai branch, with a number of 
othera connected with the ci-devant concern, 
started for Nanking on Wednesday night 
by the atecl corvette Chiin Ifo to make 
their reports and render their accounts to 
the Viceroy. We learn further that Shao, 
Yao-t'ai of this city, also embarked by 
the same corvette for Nanking, but wo are 
tinable to state the motive of his journey. 
It may however be in connection with the 
banks in question, for if rumour speaks 
truth, Shao ‘Tao-t‘ai is somewhat of a capita- 
ist, like many another wealthy official,

‘THE WATER SUPPLY. 
Is another column we print the analysis 
made by Messrs. Llowellyn & Ov. of the 
fillered water supplied to the commanity 
of Shanghai by the Shanghai Water- 
works Company, and as the analysis 
was mado with the almost care the 
results proved that the Company sup- 
plies water of remarkable purity, which 
will bear most favourable comparison 
with the wator supplied to any city of 
Enrope. 

In 1842 this settlement was founded 
‘upon rice and cotton fields, intersected 
by countless tidul creeks and ditches. 
‘The ground on which the foreign settle- 
ment is built is an allavinl deposit of 
no great age, and, in consequence of the 
water drawn from wells being not only 
unwholesome but offensive to sight and 
smell, the foreign residents, who year 
by year iucrenso in nambers, have 
hind, until the waterworks were com- 
pleted, to depend for household use, 
drinking and cooking, upon river water 
taken from the river bank aud then 
éleared by nlum, As the foreign com. 
niunity increased in uumbors, aud the 
river shore became more aud more 
polluted by frcal taint, disenses grow 
Amongst us, and for the last twonty 
yonrs typhoid and allied maladies havo 
never been absent from this place. Now 
it may be safely snid that in nearly 
every caso the diseases have come 
through corrupted water. Shanghai, 
owing to the number and intonsity 
of typhoid attacks, ns got a bad 
name ns an unhenithy residence ; 
and it must be admitted that the 
virulent disenses of the placo aro of a 
severe and dangerous type, aud that 
the avorage of recovery is not a 
large one. We may now with con. 
fidence expect to seo an amendment, 
and trast Uhat in fature years the 
model Settlement will become distin. 
guished by itssalabrity. ‘Tho improro- 
meut, which should come quickly, will 
be brought about by the abundant 
supply of absolutely puro water now 
given to us by tho Shanghai Wat 
works Company, and, if the supply 
extended freely to the Chinese popula. 
tion, we may expect an immauity from 
the frequent and dondly epidemics that 
hitherto too often have swept through 
the quarters inhabited by natives. 
Other advantages havo beon bestowed 
upon us. ‘The waters are always under 
pressure, and by the bydrauts now 
fixed in numerous parts of the settle. 
ment at short distances from each 











other, and so arranged as to be alvays | p 


accessible and available, a flood of water 
oan be poured upon burning houses so 
that, in ature, the scope of conflagra- 
tious will be cireumseribed so much 
‘that-property will become comparatively 
sifo, Tho fire brigade can now ensily 
deal with burning houses, and the fire 
oan be suppressed by overwhelming 
atreamsof water sothat entire blocks will 
not, as heretofore, be endangered. Tho 
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isks of fire insurance having beon sen- 
sibly reduced, thero will be uo longer any 
excuse for ihe extortionate rates of 
premium now charged by the fire i 
surance oflices. ‘Thore is now no justi- 
fication for the excessive charges that 
aro made. Another matter may . be 
referred to, It is well kuown thnt 
after a time water acts apon lead 
pipes, and that, as a consequence, the 
minute quantities of lend held in sola- 
tion havo a poreeptibly evil influence 
upon health, Many disensos of the 
stomach and blood are now known to 
bo the results of drinking water that 
as been poisoned by lend. ‘The softer 
the water the greater is the solvent 
power apon the metal, and as Shanghai 
river-water is of peculiar softness it 
was necessary to guard against tho 
eroding ction upon londen pip 
Mc. Hart, the Engineer of the Shan, 
Lai Waterworks’ Company, took his 
precautions accordingly, and all the 
water brought into houses of this settle- 
ment passes through patent tin-lined 
‘The precantion has cost 
foreign community of this 
placo has been thus effectually guarded 
against all possibility of contamination 
of the water by poisonons lead partic! 
Provision las been also made for the 
fatureexpansion of Shanghai, and when 
the population of the foreign settlement 
inerenses, as it will do when cotton, paper, 
glass, and machine works are founded 
on a large scale, the Water-works with- 
out any material ulargement of the 
tanks, filtering bods, or conduits, will 
be adequate to mect all demand: 
We can coufideutly say that th 
works, which aro the first and, so far, 
only ones in the Chinese Empire, are 
equal in design, oxcoution, and general 
excellence to the best work of the kind 
in Europe, and tho foreign community 
of Shanghai desorro congratulations 
upou the successfal completion of a 
now, usoful, aud enduring entorprise, by 
means of which Ube comfort and health 
of tho Settlement will be promoted, 
useful manufactures which require 
abundant supplies of pure wator will 
bo eucouraged, and the dangers of fire, 
ton groat extent, be suppressed. 


















































OUR ABSENT DEAN. 
‘Tae Denn of Shanghai has been vory 
seriously ill, but is now happily re- 
stored. ‘The engerness with which 
the daily bulletins of his progress, 
published in the Cairo paper, were 
awaited and perused, afford con. 
vineing proof of the high estimation 
in which he is held by his present 

ioners, while the completeness of 
his recovery shows the strength aud 
general excellence of his constitution. 
The Dean has gone through an arduous 
and severe campaign in Egypt. He 
saw a good deal of the war, he min- 
istered to tho sick and dying daring 
tho cholera epidemic, he has ind mavy 
causes of anxiety and trouble. All this 
had its effect upon him, and we are not 








surprised to hear of his having suo- 


cumbed to the strain, His recovery 
will be hailed by his frieuds in China 
with heartfelt satisfaction, aud a hope 
that bis life may yet be spared for 
many years of usefulness and work. 
Nor is it to be wondered at, that, 
with his restoration to health and 
strength, Dean Batcher’s , thoughts 
should once more revert to China, 
Practically his old ties with Shanghi 
have been severed, aud auy renewal of 
them would no doubt be made upon an 
rely new and distinct basie, Ex. 
isting arrangements cannot be upset ; 
but it would be too much to eay that 
they do not admit of modification, or 
that they may not be added to or sup. 
plemented in a way that would ro. 
douad to the advantage of the com. 
munity, ‘Tho plain trath is that Shang. 
Lai is'a large parish, and the amount 
of paroobial work in it was found many 
yours ago to be too much for one mai 
Aud at that time the overworked 
clergyman was Dean Butcher hime! 
‘a man of a great deal more energy au 
capacity for labour than most people 
gave him oredit for, It may be said 
without exaggeration that the Doan was 
nover an hour idle. Sormon-writing, 
literary work, and pastoral visitin 
took up nearly all his timo during the 
woek, while on Suudays be has been 
kuown to perform uo fewer than 
five services. Four services wore a 
constant occurrence, aud to these 
must be added an oocasional funeral, 
which of course did not interfere with 
tho lato service in Hongkew Oburob, 
at which the Deau prenched for a very 
considerable period, Since Doan But- 
ober loft Shanghai, a great den! of thi 
work bas been negleoted. Pootung 
Church has boon shut up; how much 
tisiling is doue among the shipping 
e are not in @ position to say, but it 
safo to affirm that if all the pastoral 
iling on ehore is properly attended 
to no clorgymau would Lave much timo 
to devole to the river, There are tho 
sick to be seeu to at thoir homes, the 
Goneral Hospital to be visited ono a 
day, tho different philanthropic scoie- 
ties to bo aided and looked after, aud 
publio movements of an “improving” 
tis, intellectual and moral—ton- 
dency to be supported, to sny nothing 
of the special services which are often 
such a tax upon a clergyman's tim 
and, in the onse of funerals, so gront a 
strain upon his feelings. In fine, the 
pastoral work of a place like Shanghai, 
—the proaching, the visiting, the paris 
business genorally—cannot be doue 
by one man now any more than it 
could be done by one man six years 
ago, energetio and indefatigable though 
ho was, ‘The spirit no doubt is willing 
enough, but the flesh is weak, and is 
in want of assistance and support. 
There is ample room for two clergy- 
men, connected with Trinity Cathedral, 
in Shanghai; ample room for them, 
both in the Cathedral and outside it. 
We trust no one will think that we 
are undervaluiug or ignoring the occas 
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But the Archdercon is first and fore- 
most a missionary, and tho work of 
his life is distinctly missionary work. 
His assistance in ecclesiastical matters 
invaluable, and in the part he takes 
in public intellectual exercises he re- 
presents the Church most worthily. 
But we have uo right to expect the 
Archdeneon to eneronel upon the time 
and energy which belong to his Chinese 
converts, nor would ho be right to 
respond to such a call even wore it 
mado, “A Cathedral,” said a writer 
whom we quoted the other day, “should 
bo a contro of life, from which should 
issue influonoes that would stimulate 
by example; aud it should encourage 
tio roligious and philanthropic labours 
of others by great services.” A Cathe. 
dral, wo may add, should be not only 
8 centre of inflaonce; before it can be 
that it must be a coutre of attraction, 
and tho sorvices and ministrations such 
‘a8 impel those to go hore who otherwise 
would stay away, At present our 
eoolesinstical staff is shorthanded, aud 
consequently works at a disadvantage. 
The Onthedral wants its Deav,—to 
advise, to assist, to co-opornte, to infuse 
energy into its life. Tho fact that 
Dean’ Butcher has temporised and he- 
sitated in such a way as to onuse regret 
to his best friouds is nothing to the 
point, No one can possibly douy this, 
and every one must regrot it. Lot it, 
thorofore, be forgotten, aud action be 
taken in consonance with the require 
mounts of tho times, The Shanghai 
vineyard is largo enough ; tho hai 
truly is plonteous, but tho labourers 
are deoidedly too few. 





























THE HONGREW BUNDLING, 
Tas bunding operations on the Hong. 
ow sido opposito to and wear tho 
Astor Houso threnteu, wo understand, 
to increase tho silting up of the foro- 
shore of tho river aud the Pootung 
Point. The adjacent land was par. 
chased last year by some Chinese who 
obtained the ‘Tao-tfai’s permission to 
bund out opposite the property known 
aa Will's, ‘Tho works now in progress 
with that object will, it is nid by com- 
petent persons, cause the water coming 
down the Soochow Creek to flow up 
river aud meet the down-coming tido 
charged with mud deposit. ‘The effect 
of this will be to deposit silt opposite 
tho Settlement and on the Pootung 
side. Tho olannel will thus be nar- 
rowed, and all the dangers to navi- 
gation will be greatly increased. For 
many yet tho encroachmont of tho 
Pootung Poiut las been recognized 
as threatening something more than a 
mero difficulty to the proper consora- 
tion of the river. It hos been secu 
that uuless mensures were taken to 
prevent ita further growth the naviga- 
tion of the upper part of the river 
would be seriously impaired. Pootung 
Point now stretches 1,000 foot uenror 
to this side than it did some twenty 
yoars ago, At thnt time it was in 
rough figures 2,200 feot distant; i 








is now only about 1,200 feet away 
from us, Such a diminution of tho 
channel is most serious; and it must 
be remembered that the coutraction of 
its space has not been accompanied by 
any deeponing of the water, Besides 
the necessity of preventing tho com- 
pletion of buuding which throntens to 
lessen still further the already too 
narrow channel, there is another 
objection in which tho community 
is interested. If the Hongkew side of 
the Soochow Creek near the Garden 
Bridge is bunded out according to the 
works uow in progress it may become 
necessary to orect a new bridge, as the 
present one will presont au unsightly 
appearance from its northern end run- 
g over the newly bunded Inud. We 
shull therefore be obliged cithor to 
retain a bridge which will be an eye- 
sore, or to expond a large sum of money 
to construct a now one. We think 
there are few foreign residents who 
will considor that the community should 
bo compelled to do either the ove or 
the other, Ié does uot appear that the 
‘Manicipal Council bas taken auy steps 
to protect the interests of the public 
.in this matter, although we aro in- 
formed that their attention was officially 
drawn to the effect which the bunding 
would have on the river and the bridge 
some time ago. It was surely thoir 
uty to address the Tao-tai and ask 
him to cause the works at least to be 
delnyed until it could bo ascertained 
whether their completion would be 
injurious to tho Port, Thoir hay 
failed to do so is another instance of 
their negleot of the public intorest, but 
now that inflaential firms aro moving in 
the matter wo hope that the Council 
will givo them their support. It is to 
the Council that tho public looks to 
preserve their interests, aud in a ense 
like this of the banding out of Hong- 
kow, the Harbour Master, boing undor 
ihe control of the'Tao-t'ai, could seareely. 
bo expected to do any thing which 
would be displonsing to his superior. 
Several firms interested in shipping 
and in the trade of the port, are, we 
understand, taking mensares to endea- 
vour to provent the buuding being pro- 
coeded with. 




























AGES OF CHINESE 
‘Tue most convenient division of Chineso 
history is that of the ancient, the 
mediaval, aud the modern age. ‘Tho 
ancieut terminates best with the Burn- 
ing of tho Books, and the mediaval 
period with tho invention of printing. 
‘Phe light shed by the life aud teaching 
of Confucius and Mencius was near the 
ond of the first period, and followed a 
long sories of centuries which were 
illuminated by the track across tho 
firmament ‘of time of the older sages. 
OF these mon the Yellow Emperor, and 
the two illustrious princes Yao and 
Shun certainly bad the aid of western 
Knowledge recently acquired, or they 
could not have originated the oyclo of 














sixty, tho astrolabo to mark tho posi- 





tions of stars at the equinoxes and 
solstices, and tho interealary month by 
which to lengthen the lanar year so a8 
to make it agree with the annual revoe 
Intion of the sun. ‘Tho year completed 
in a little more than 365 days, aud tho 
pauishment of the imperial astronomers 
for uot foretelling au eclipse plainly 
indicate an importation of primitive 
astronomical knowledge from the Chal- 
denu plains. Of the Hsia dynasty com 
ing aftor these men, we Lave remaining 
a calendar, a few invaluable chapters 
of the Buok of History, a line of kings, 
and a few bronzo vases aud bells be- 
lieved to be genuine, These two 
periods, the one B.C. 2,700 to 2,200, 
and the other from B.C, 2,200 to 1,766, 
cover tho ground, ‘They are succeeded 
by the Shang dynasty of six contarios 
and the Chon of eight, At the beginning 
of tho Inst of these tho old dun! philoso 
phy was, in tho bands of Wen-wang 
and his son, exchanged for a philoso- 
phy of the five elements aud tho 
perfect number seven,—the numbor of 
tho sabbuth aud of the sun, moon, aud 
planets, which was abandoned in favour 
of nino, Tho Persian Empire under 
Cyrus, established B.C. 553, became in 
Bactria a ucighbonr of the Tartar 
tribes, and opened a trade with China 
to obtain silk for her luxurious cou 
Anarchy followed the ago of the sages, 
and was finished by the despotic action 
of the founder of a now dynnsty, Tain 
1 Hunng-ti, who overthrew the old 
ions of the country, put to death 
many of the literati, burot their books, 
and commenced a new regime, ‘This 
was in B,O. 221, 

‘ho middle ages of China began 
with the enthronomont of this great 
militnty chief and enemy of lonrning, 
His stur of glory soon set, and another 
military chief placed himself on the 
throne as foundor of the honso of Han, 
This family raled for four conturi 
conquered Aunnm, Coren, and the 
Varkish Kingdoms of Western ‘Tartary, 
and oponed trade with the west by way 
of Bactria and also by Cochin China, 
then incorporated with China under 
ono central government, ‘his led 
to the introduction of Buddhism, and 
the arrival of mang Buddhist mis- 
sionaries from India and other couutries 
by land and by sen, Greek papor 
came to China, and Chinese silk went 
to Europe. For the uext four conturies 
the country was usually divided, and 
daring that time no fewer than fifteen 
dynasties reigned. Somo of these 
wero contemporaneous, and tho rest 
succeeded each othor by snecessful 
conquest till A.D. 618, when the Tang 
dyunsty commenced under happy 
auspices and lasted for three hundred 
yente. Tho introduction of foroign 
paper and ink mado of Inmpblack from 
the distant West led incidentally to a 
change in tho mode of wriling the 
Chinese character in the fourth Chris. 
tian century. Greek paper and Grovk 
ink, combined with the fine hair 
of tho weasel and a suporior native 
laste, gave to the Chineso writing tho

beauty it possesses, Buddhism sproad 
rapidly, aud the arguments of the 
Confucian philosophy were powerless 
to check its suocessful propagation. 
Waoiam also as a system of alchemy 
and of the subjugaticn of demons 
extended itself far and wide. Instead 
of being a school of philosophy it 
became a specific form of social life, 
This was the age of the rain-maker 
and the philosopher's stone, of Buddhist 
image worship und a belief in countries 
of women, of dogs, and of people who 
all had holes bored through their 
chests. It terminated in the Tang 
dyunsly, a time of great poots, of refined 
literary feoling, and strange fondness 
for superstition, as shown by the growth 
of Feng-shai which marks that age 
as a time of decline in mental vigour. 
The Chinese might bave commenced 
printing books then, for they had the 
idea, but tho intellectual stimulus was 
wanting, ‘Thus the middle ages of 
Ohina ended with the ninth century, 
like a long summer's day which closes 
with a magnifivent sunset of pootio 
drenms. 

In the tenth century China renewed 
heryouth. Curiously eniongh we begin to 
hoar of gunpowder and of printing books 
iu conjunction, about that time. After 
fivo short dynasties of a dozen yours 
each, a member of the Chow family 
became Emperor and gave tho new 
Ayunsty tho name of Sung. ‘The scholars 
of that time constructed for themselves 
a new philosophy which they called the 
hsing-li, tho “ System of Nataro and 
‘Reasou.” They rearranged the classionl 
booke,and, taking ndvantage ofthe newly 
born art of printing, published them 
under the modern title of the Four 
Books and Fivo Classics. Editions wero 
printed of ull old books. ‘The dynastic 
histories wore compressed ito tho 
Mirror of History or T'ung Chien Kang 
Mu, ‘Chere waa deop study of law 
and taxation, It was 8 timo of book- 
Iencning and of grent attontion to judi- 
onture, aud the administration of the 
Govorvmont. Appronches were made 
towards tho uso of firearms iu war, and 
the compass began to bo used at sea. 
A grent stimulus was imparted by the 
Mongol conquests in the thirteenth 
coutury, when tho abacus was intro- 
duced and became an immense help ia 
developing intornal trade. ‘The peoplo 
had now exchanged silk for cotton as 
the common wearing-apparel of the 
middle aud lower classes. They still 
let their hair grow long in the aucient 
fashion, fastening it witha comb. The 
mandarin language grew up and the 
old pronunoiation of the characters 
was forgotten. ‘Tho theatre came 
from the west, and stage plays like 
those of Greece and India in the two 
forms of tragedy and comedy were 
composed and acted. They became so 
popular that they formed henceforth 
an essential part of the national life, 
With the theatre came a new music. 
The five notes of ancient music in 
China indicate that the octaye was 
not well understood in old times. Now 


























with western aid the five notes became 
soven, and there was an accession of 
clearness in the musical cousciousness. 
‘Phe Ming dynasty, coming to power in 
the fourteouth century, felt the supe- 
rioity of the wost and admitted many 
improvements, She sent her ships to 
the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf. 
She adopted the principle of the Por- 
Laguese compass instead of the inferior 
one invented by China in the twelfth 
century. After a time of hesitation 
she admitted European ships to trade 
in the 16th century, and allowed the 
teaching of the Christian religion in 
China, ‘The entraueo of European as- 
trouomy and the victorious Maucbu in- 
vasion marked the seventeenth century. 
In the eighteenth, the Emperors printed 
wany books ou Earopean science aud 
placed some Christian works in their 
libraries, Commerce with Europe ex- 

ied, bringing with it one grent 
evil and many anguestiouable bene- 
fite. China is old, oriental and in- 
clined to dreams. ‘This is one reasow| 
of tho spread of opium-smokiug in 
tho country. ‘The people want moral 
strength. But at the samo time 
China is now in this nineteenth century 
moro progressive thau sho theu was, 
Her incipient attempts iu this genera- 
tion at Lelegraphs, mining, aud railways, 
and the comparatively bigh character 
of the scholarship of this dynasty are 
proof sufficient that the apathy of Chiva 
is not that of death, but of slamber 
only, She has a reserve of gigantic 
strongth in a lateut state. As her 
underground treasures are rich beyond 
computation, so her multitudinous 
population, and her conservative, anti- 
quity-loving spirit promiso hora bright 
futare, occupying us she does not un- 
worthily the front rauk in the proc 
sion of the ages which by o gradual 
advance has brought her to the modern

‘THE CALCUTTA EXHIBITION. 
pe 
(fRow OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
‘The Calcutta Exhibition may be described 
as partial success. In so far as the Go- 
vernment portion of the affair is concerned 
it is a thorough success. Nothing could be 
finer or more complete than the Indian 
courts, and these were arranged through the 
Agency of Commissions appoiuted by tho 
Government, the Ad- 
inistrations having voted large sums for 
purposo. But as to the other courts, 
they are, excepting those of the Australi 
Colonies, not equal in point of furnish 
in regard to the exhibits, aud the manner 
they are displayed, to th i 
Sydney or Melbourne Exhibitions. ‘This 
being so, I think Tean safely pass them by, 
and your readers will accept my assurance 
that ‘they are not worth a detailed descrip- 
T shall endeavour to give a few run- 
ning notesas to that part of the Exhibition 
—the Asiatic section—which will be of most 
interest to Shanghai folk. In the first 
placo let me state that the Exhibition is 
purely a private venture, the Government 
only holding themselves responsible for the 
Indian exhibits and not in any way ac- 
countable for the financial results of the 
venture, which concern the promoter, M. 
Joubert, and him alone. This gentleman 
is an exhibition speculator ; it is his living. 
He is French by birth, ‘but British by 



































naturalisation, and having lived in the 
Australian colonies, _ principally South 
‘Australia and New South Wales, since 
1854, he in 1879 turved his attention to 
promoting exhibitions, the first being the 
Sydney Exhibition of that year. Then he 
started exhibitions in Adelaide, Porth, 
and Christchurch, reaping from exch of 
them commensurate reward. At the close 
of the last named one he came to India, 
and proposed to the Lieutenaut-Governor 
the holding of an International Exhibition 
in Caleutta in 1883. ‘This was in October, 
1882. ‘ho proposal met with the warm 
approval of the Government and the en- 
thusiastic supportof the public, andatraight- 
way the Indian Museum was added to, for 
the purposes of the Exhibit aud alarge 
structure run up on the Maidan for the 
Indian aud Asiatic oxhibits, as well as for 
the machinery shed and ‘appurtenances 
thereto. ‘The wildest expoctations wore in- 
Aulged in concerning the Exhibition, It 
was to do wonders. ‘Thousands of strangera 
were to flock to Calouttn to seo the erent 
hhazaae ; there were to be no leas than 8,000 
Australians, and hundreds were to come 
from China and Japan to witness the ovent ; 
hotels and lodging-houses were to be 
crowded, and fortunes were to be realised 
by the simple method of taking strangers 
in, But when. the day for oponing the 
Exhibition cane round, none of these 
things came to pass. Calcutta was not 
thronged with visitors, though it presonted 
a very gay appearanco, and hotel-koepers 
had to reduce their rates, Tho inaugural 
coromony was a failure owing to the wretch- 
ed weather, the unpopularity of the Viceroy 
and tho incompleteness of the arrangoments 
for tho coromonial ; in fact so many things 
went askew that the word muddle is the 
fittest that cau be applied to the opening day. 
Tremained in Calcutta till tho 29th Decom- 
bor, aud Ican sufely say that ou the dute of 
my leaving many parts of the Exhibition 
wero unfinished. ‘Tho attendance was good, 
over 250,000 persons having visited it since 
the opening day. 

‘Lhe two best parts of the Exhibition aro 
plainly those taken up by the Australian 
courts and the Asiatic ones, As to tho

It is to be re te 
ted that China has no place in the Exhi 
tion, for its vast resources could be com- 
pared, with advantage to the student, with 
those of India. I searched rain for the 
Chinese court, so did somo Penang Chineso 
and one or two gentlemen from North 
China; butwe foundnone. stumbled across 
asmall stall, purporting to represent China, 
but which really was placed there by a Ohi 
ilk dealer in Onlcutta for the display of 
ware, which was composed of silk, porce- 
vory work, umbrellas, fans, and metal 
‘Not even Hongkong was represented; 
no more was Siam, or Goohin China, or any 
art of Eastern Asia, unless I except the 
Biralte Sottlements and Japan, There wi 
‘one court, a very picturesque one, occu) 
ing © prominent position, which answero 
to the namo and title of “Straits Sottle- 
ments, Malay States and Japav.” ‘Tho 
principal objects displayed were, as for 
as the Land of the Rising Sun was con- 
cerned, a number of magnificent bronze 
vases, figures of storks, and porcelain jars. 
These were the property of a German 
gentleman whose calling was to collect 
Japanese curios, and therefore they were 
i ;.indeed Japan was 
uot officially represented. As for Singapore 
and the Straits Settlements generally, there 
wero a large number of exhibits, con: 
for the most part of native wood: 
apple preserves, condiments, specimons of 
tapioca, and samples of Selangor tin. Be- 
sides these there were a number of Sarongs, 
krises, models of Malay canoes, and imple- 
ments of agriculture. Penang had sent a 
lot of tapioca and sugar, and an army o 
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“Tittle devils” —blush not, gentle reader ; 
they aro only cigars from the Langkat 
Cigar Manufactory—a very savoury article, 
much affected where I dwell. Some Chinese 
medicine was shown by a Chinese doctor 
from north, and 80: sples of tin ware 
from Selangor, which is the richest tin- 
field in tho native states, as many of your 
readers know. 

Right behind tho Straits Settlements 
court was a small space crowded with 
Javanese slippers, sugar from Java, also 
coffee, tea, and tobacco. ‘This was the Jara 
court—not a good ono I a re you. 
‘Tho island is wond: and yet it 
only sendea fow miserable specimens of the 
products instead of a big representative col- 
lection. BU°tthen the place had played 
itself out in tho Amsterdam Exhibition, to 
which the choicest exhibits had been for- 
warded. 

Of ali tho Indian courts, none struck me 
s0 much as the one for Panjab and Cash- 
mere, ‘The brass ware was something to 
be remembered, wore the Cashmere 
shawls and carpets from Persia and Bok- 

‘Tho North-west provinces and Oudh 
well represented in this court. ‘The 
ivory work was remarkably good. 
I noticed a complote suite of furniture, the 
whole of the framework of carved ivory, 
and upholstered in light blue velvet, which 
was the richest thing I had seen, It was 
valued at Rs.15,000, and was, I believe, 
bought by an Eastern Rajah. Foremost 
in beauty of design is the metal work of 
tho provinces, and there were some splendid 
exhibits of this kind in the court. The 
silver waro cuamelled in turquoise and 
other colours is valued at a great price, 
and somo i ‘loan were 
said to be heirlooms of great value, 
‘These and tho chased silver waro mostly 
come from Lucknow. His Highness the 
Nawab of Rampor showed some splendid 
ivory matehlooks, and long Arab rifles 
embossed with gold, evidently the work of 
artists of two hundred years back, I 
was told that these weapons could not now 
be made for love or money. ‘The swords 
(one being valued at Rs.20,000, for it was 
the aword of stato of a Rajah) wore of 
Deautiful Damascus atecl, a0 fluxible that 
they could be bent. into tho form of a 
circle, and ono or two were pointed out to 
bbe to highly poisoned as ty cause death b 
convulsions ton minutes after being wound- 
ed therewith, Lucknow is famed for its 
nmusling—moro so than Dacca—and some of 
tho delicate sorts are on view in this court, 
the flowered variety attracting much at 
toution. The display of Persinu carpets is 
Dowildering in extent and variety, and the 
same may bo said of those from Agra, 
When I visited the conrt a party of buys 
were at a loom manufacturing one of the 
famod Agra carpets, 

‘The finest lot of garnets in Asia, so a 
hand-bill announced, was to be seen at the 
Jeypore court. ‘They werecertainly in yrent 
abundance, Yards of necklace, armlets, 
aud head ornaments, all in garnet, adorned 
tho walls, and quite confused the intend- 
ing purchasor, for theso articles were for 
sale, though the buyer could not remove 

IL after the exhibition. ‘The sam: 
rule applied to most of the exhibits, though 
T think it was not atrictly observed in some 
of the European cout 

Ceylon stands alone, Tt has contributed 
arich collection of coffee samples, cinuamon, 
cardamoms, cinchona aud gems, but no- 
thing in the way of manufactured articles. 

A word as to tho Australian courts. 
Victoria is the largost and best prepared. 
No expense has been spared to make the 
court a success, and such it The 
leading exhibit’ is that conuected with 
the wine industry, which in Victoria 
and New South Wales has assumed large 
proportions. ‘Then there are the gold 
and other mineral exhibits ; eucalyptus 
oil, which is said to be a wonderful disin- 
fectant, a cure for rheumatism and a pro- 
phylactic in case of fever ; opossum-akin 





















































































































rug, hops, beer, carriages, sheep-skins, 
emu eggs, aud an infinitude of manufactured, 
articles, making up a very pleasing and 
instructive fout ensemble. What every- 
one notices in the Australian courts is the 
clearness and beauty of the photographs 
exhibited, which are acknowledged to be the 
best in these respects in the world. ‘These 
results are attributed to by the delightfully 
dry and bright climate there provailing, 
which bathes everything in a flood of light, 
and gives the Australian lad and Iassio 
their buoyancy, healthiness and beauty. 
Now South Wales attracts attention by its 
hich has found great favour with 
the nati ines, grapes, oranges to- 
bacco, and magnificent photographic views, 
and for the excellence of its leather-work 
and the variety of its mineral exhibits. 
South Australia is yery strong in ost 
feathers, olive oil, wine, wheat aud copper. 
‘Tasmania bravely comes out in all her glory 
of tin and gold,—which are the m: 
her unparellelied prosperity, 
gar, beer, wattle bark for tan 
king, kangaroo skins, and jams. 
timber and wattle bark, jam was once the 
jole export and reliance of Tasmania; now 
is rich in mineral, and exports as much 
in as any place in the world. New Zealand 
not represented, nor is Queensland. It 
is to be regrotted that the latter colony has 
not a place in the exhibition, for it alone 
can show tropical products to perfection, 
having a large variety of them. South’ 
Australia shows cotton, sugar cane, dholl, 
and maize, which come from the 
Northern ‘Territory Port; but none of 
these things, properly speaking, belong to 
South Australia; and only Queensland 
could exhibit th perfect form and 
abundance, for her soil is suitable for their

Tho true 
translation is © west of the ‘ Shen’ region,” 
a place to the west of the Yellow River, in 
the western portion of Honan, A similar 
blunder is made when the Doctor translates 
Kuang-tung “ broad east ;” it should be, 
east of tho region known in the Ming 
dynasty as Kuang, and during the Chou as 
Yueh. In enumerating the titles of the 
Emperor of China, Dr. Williams ridicules 
that of ‘Brother of the Sun and Moon’ 
as A foreign invention. Hero ogain

I therefore am not surprised at the 
treatment which my letter of 30th December 
received in your leading article in tho 
North-China Herald of 2nd January and 
ropublished in the Daily News of the 3rd ;

L cannot complain that you have used your 
right to comment upon it as you pleased. 
I ‘trust, however, that you will give space

truth. 

First of all I venture to point out that 
you have entirely failed to seize the real 
‘object of my letter under notice.

from them were not a logical sequence of 
same, ‘This, however, you do not assert, and 
nothing therefore need be said farther on 
this point. You have preferred to feign 
for the oceasion th of your own that 
you could easily overturn, ‘and you have 
Quite iguored the facts I mentioned in my 
letter, and I wish therefore to disown having 
iad any such intention as that you hare 
imputed to mo iu the way of explaining the 
contradictions between the telegeams sent 
to Europe in connection with incident re- 
ferred to. My intention was to show that 
the telegram sent by M. ‘ricou was sub- 
stantially eorroct, and left the explanation 
of the contradiction between that n 
and the one received from Peking bj 
quis Tséug to those who in iguorance of 
facts or out of annoyance at their dis 
sidence between themselves haying been 
disclosed, did not shrink from telegeaphing 
a counter-despatch which was used to cou- 
vey an incorrect narrative of what had 
occurred, It was this very fnct of M.

WATER ANALYSIS. 
To the Editor of the 
Norru-Cursa Danny News. 

Sm,—I shall feel obliged if you will 
allow me to correct one or two errors in 
the report and aualysis of the Water Com- 
pany's water made by Messrs. Llewellyn & 
Co. and published in your issue of the 
Ith inst. In the first place the water does

uot contain 23 grains of solid residue per 





gallon ; nor anything approaching that 
amount. I have frequently taken the solids 
of the water in question; and know it to 
be about 7 grains per gallon. Since reading 
the report I have very carefully estimated. 
the solid residue again in the water, taken 
from one of the hydrants, and find it to be 
‘7-4 grains per gallon. 

‘More extraordinary still is the amount 
of hardness in Messrs, Llewollyn’s analysis. 
It is given as 10 degrees! I have just 
determined the hardness with very carefully 
made solutions of my own making, and 
find it to be 2.2 degrees per gallon, a portion 
of which is duo to lime, and the remainder 
to magnesia, Every one who uses the water. 
for cleansing purposes must know that the 
river water of Shanghai is a particularly 
soft water, by the facility with which it 
forms a lather with soap. 

Itis difficult to form any idea how such 
rave errors in an analysis could bo made : 
and it would be very interesting to 
working details of the analysis made by 
Messrs. Llewellyn & Co, ‘Those of the 
two estimations of solids and hardness I 
havo just mado I shall be happy to publish,

LOSS OF THE “HWAL-YUE: 
Wo-regrot very much to have to report 
the total loss of the China 
Steam Navig: 
‘The Hwai-yuen is a vossel of 984 ton 
was commanded by Captain 0. Wilson, 
Her ollicors wore Mr. Jackson and Mr. 
Buckley, and the Knginoors, Messrs, A. 
Hamilton, W. P. Glassford and W. Young. 
Hor crow consisted of about seventy-three 
persons all told, and it is krown that there 
were 92 Chinese passengers booked when 
she left Shanghai at 9.30 a.m, on the 28th 
December, for Hongkong and Canton ; but 
there are supposed to have been nearly 
in all, as quite a number 



























ongaged their passages on bi Two 
whole families, consisting of nine persons 
each, are among the mi Her cargo 


consisted of rice, and she had on board 
tronsure to the value of ‘Ils. 38,000, which 
bolonged to the Hongkong and ‘Shang- 
hai Bank. All went well till the morning 
of Saturday tho 29th instant when the 
Hwaiyuon struck on a rock and sank 
almost immedintely. Up to tho pi 

time only five persons belonging to the 
Chinese crow are known to havo been 
saved. ‘Ihe placo where the survivors 
the vousel struck does not appear to be 
correct. ‘They state sho was lost on South 
Yii Shan, which is slightly to the south of 
Cliusan—a position the vessel could hardly 
avo beon in. It is moro probable that 
she struck ona sunken rock to tho north 
of the Haeshing, which are about 134 miles 
feom the Ligh ‘Thore is all the more 
reuson to beliove this, seeing that the 
ywten would be at about that spot at the time 
the accident happened. It 1s known that 
there is a sunken rock to the north of the 
Haeshins about four miles distant, with 
48 fathoms of water round it, As the 
steamer’s masts showed about 10 feet abore 
water after the accident, there is little 
doubt but that the rock referred to is the 
scene of the wreck. 

Among those reported to be lost are a 
mumber of the Chivand Tong families, who 
were returning to Canton for the New Year 
holidays, and one or two of whom were to be 
married ‘at the begiming of Chinese New 
Year, Thoson-in-law and daughter of Mc. 
Chu Yu-cheo are also reported amongst the 
missing. Me. Chi in-law was the son 
of General Yang, of Yunnan celebrity, and 
the principal owner of the Pao Yuan Chiang 
Hose Building Company. 

‘A lamp-trimmer gives us tho following 
aocount of the loss of the ve 

“Wo left Shanghai on the morning of the 
28th December, ut half past nine o'clock, 
and nothing out of the ordinary run took 
place on that day ; we had no fogs and the 
weather wasclear. Onthefollowingmorning, 
at about a quarter to five o'clock, Tins b 
low and suddenly felt a violent shock as if 
the vessel had struck arock, Limmediately 



























































rushed on deck, as did the rest of the 
crew, and found that the engines were 
going astern, I saw tho Captain, the 
officers and engineers on deck, and I 
heard the Captain and chief officer give 
orders to lower the boats. Tho Captain was 
in his sleeping clothes, as he had gone 
to bed after midnight. As soon as the 
order to lower the boats was given, myaclf 

twenty others, including 8 pas 
2 of the compradore’s staff, 2 painters, 2 
“gmall” sailors, 2 cooks and 5 others, got 
into No, 4 boat and we were lowered into the 
water, but tho boat capsized and out of the 
21 souls on board 15 were washed away 
and drowned. ‘Tho remaining 6 clung to 
the bottom of tho boat, but the weather 
was so cold that one of our number, a pas- 
senger, was frozen to death, We got very 
woak, ‘but managed to hold on till wo were 
rescued by some fishermen who put off to 
help us as eoon as they saw us, that is at 
daylight usted, how. 
ever, that we had to be helped ashore. 
the time of the accident it was blowing 
hard, but Ido not know in what direc: 
tion.’ We wero very kindly treated by 
tho fishermen, and we remained nine days 
onthoisland. We snvr steamers passing but 
couldnotsuccedin attracting their attention, 
We then got the fishermen to take us to 
Sheipoo, and we arrived there intwenty-four 
jours, “This was on Thursday. Wo stayed 
at Sheipoo a short time and left again for 
Ningpo, whore wo arrived at 2.30 p.m. on 
Friday.’ Tho ship struck the rock soven 
hours after we passed a Lighthouse, but I 
do not know the name of the Lighthouse, 
When the vossel struck, she was backed off, 
but went down bow first. I did not see an 
of the other boats launched, so I om 
what became of them and the rest of 
crow. About ten feot of the mastc of tl 
el were seen above water, and the 
island we wore on was to the south of the 
wreck. At Ningpo we were taken on 
board the Kiangteen and arrived at Shanghai 
this morning. During the time wo were 
on the island we saw no bodies washed on 
shore, nor any wreckage. 

Tho C.M.S.N. Co. on Saturday posted 
up a notice to fect that any of

and arrived at Shanghai at 1.50 a.m., on 
Tuesday.” The wreck, we believe, was found 
to be near Sha-ho Islands, which are to the 
north of the Haeshins and about one mile 
distant, and lying between Mushroom 
Island ‘and Cheng Rock, distant from tho 
former one and a half miles and_thr 
quarters of a mile from the latter. Round 
the wreck there are eighteen fathoms of 
water, “I'he conjecture is that the Hwai- 
ten either struck on Mushroom Island and 
Wout straight ahead till she sauk, or that 


























she struck Cheng Rock and backed off, 
sinking shortly afterwards. The vessel lies 
on soft mud and is sink i 
Chinese gunboat had visited the wreck and 
hoisted a danger flag on the only mast that 
was visible, ‘Tho Haean sout boats ashore 
to make enquiries, but no information was 
elicited.

othors (the Hall and Holiz Co-operative 
Company) by meaus of » forged letter 
purporting to be signed by P. G. von 
BMélleudorf. The secoudindictmentcharged 
tho prisouer with hav ed with 
Rubart to defraud Wilhelm Mielech: 
aud others (M 
hausen) by similar means. ‘Tho third in- 
dictmont, which charged the prisoner with 
forgery, was not read. 

Dr. Gabriel, H.1.G.M.’s Vice-Consul, 
was present, and was invited by his Lord- 
ship take a sont on tho bench. 

Mr. Witx1xsow, Crown Advocate, np- 
ponred to prosecute, and the prisoner was 
undefended. 

‘The Prisoner, when called upon to plead 
to tho first indictment, said he was guilty 
of writing the letter. 

Mr. Witxrsson said as the prisoner was 
not roprosented by Counsel, it would perhaps 
abl for iis Lordship to explain to 
the prisoner exactly what the charge was. 

His Loxpsuu explained to the prisoner 
that he was not at it chi 
forgery, but only with conspiring with 
Rubart to obtain goods by meaus of a 
forged le!

Ho defined a conspiracy 
as an agreement between two or more per- 
sons to do somothing unlawful, among 
other things to do some wrougful act to 
the injury of some other person or persons, 
The prisoner, William George Harrison, 
aud Heinrich Rubart, who was mentioned 
in the indictments, were together in Cores, 
They were discharged from the Customs 
Service aud came to Shanghai ; and it 
would be proved that Rubart came to 
Harrison and suggested to him that he 
should write » letter addressed to Rubart 
ting that Hall and Holtz would supply 
him with anything he might require ; and 
also that he should write ani 
stating that Wilek and Mi 
would supply him with anything he 
required.
